plurality of conductive vias being of a flexible electrically conductive adhesive having a 
modulus of elasticity less than about 35,000 kg/cm 2 (about 500,000 psi) and being a 
pattern adapted for connection to contacts of an electronic device or a substrate (claims 
1-29); 

a panel of plurality of electronic devices includes one of a semiconductor wafer 
having a plurality of semiconductor device formed therein and a panel of electrical 
substrates having a plurality of electrical substrates formed therein (claims 31-36).
